Chapter Sixteen: You Name It 


Time to sit down to write this column again and I 
find myself struggling what to call this chapter. It is not 
“The End” or “The Final Chapter” as my °67 Westy 
continues to live on in just as good shape if not better 
then when it hit the shores of the US in °67. And as 
everybody in the old car hobby knows a restoration is an 
ongoing work of art! So call this chapter what you like!! 
As promised last time, what follows are some final tips 
and observations. 

Since the last column, I bit the bullet and got my 
bumpers sandblasted and painted. First of all the 
struggle to get the “Silver White” paint code match and 
the numerous calls to fellow club members to find this 
coveted info. 

And help they did which is what is “neat” in being a 
NEATO member. From these leads, to finally contacting 
GARY LAVERE of Lavere Restorations gave me the 
proper description and I settled on Dupont’s Chroma 
Premier LS002. When the final paint bill was tallied it 
was just under $500 due to sandblasting, sanding, etc. 
Looking at the final cost of bringing these bumpers back 
to life the total bill for both front and rear complete was 
easily over $1000. This included the overriders (which I 
already had at the start of the project) and they required 
no work on them other than the paint. 

Another alternative other than painting, if you have 
local access, is to get them powder coated if this 
technology is available in your area as the cost may be 
less. This is an option I did not have available which 
could match the silver white code. 

When I had taken these bumpers apart I had bagged 
the nuts, spacers and bolts for reassembly, but oddly 
enough about two thirds were missing. So back into my 
bolt and nut buckets which have been accumulated over 
the years to find matches and using my T2 Parts manual 
to get the correct thread and length. Once all assembled 
they were cleaned, put through tap or/die and painted an 
off the shelf rust paint white which matched the Dupont 
within a shade or two. Bolts and washers were stuck 
through thin cardboard in rows and made painting a snap 
as they stayed in place and could not get lost. 

Did you also know that through the T2 bumpers VW 
developed the first S mph bumpers? Heck, all one has to 
do is look at all those thin 8 mm threads on reassembly 
and from basic physics compute that anything under 5 
mph would snap/crush before the bus body would be 
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affected. We don’t get into any serious threads until the 
10 mm thread bumper brackets. 

Anyway, the bumpers went on with nary a scratch. 
One modification however was the non-stock JSC dual 
quiet packs which I selected. After consulting with my 
brother-in-law, BOB, the welder by trade, we decided to 
move the bottom of the exhaust flange of the mufflers in 
3/8" and leaving the top of the flange alone. This tilted 
the mufflers down and gave 1/2" clearance plus rather 
than the 1/32" without this mod. Enough on bumpers! 

On one of my past articles I mentioned the search for 
aroof rack. There is still an original Westy rack in the 
wings that I keep pursuing. But I came across a 2/3 roof 
rack in galvanized tubular steel with old and partially 
disintegrated oak strips for the princely sum of $50. And 
for that price plus some careful measurements of the rack 
I was able to cut it (sorry, purists) down to a 1/3 size with 
no modifications. Thanks again to BOB and his welding 
talents as this alteration is undetectable to the untold. 

Actually, a full length version of this rack can be 
seen on page 14-18 of a British issue magazine called 
Classic VW’s, Winter 93, put out by Volks World and I 
am sure 1/3 lengths of these were sold as well. The 
overall design of the rack is approximately 8" high sides 
with looped ovals on the sides w/strengthening inverted 
“V""s two per four sides. So with $50 of new oak strips 
in hand, these were cut to length and given a beveled 
edge on the top with a router. Treated with exterior 
wood preservative and allowed to dry the luggage was 
ready to go on! 

The engine and the carburetor fiasco: 

You may recall the two 34 PICTS that I went through 
and went on to a rebuild third which I am happy to report 
is now working great. I have used a German 009 on this 
project and ran into the typical throttle lag associated 
with the PICT 34/009 combo. Read Hot VW’s Solex 
article (March 1993) plus BOSTON BOB’s article on the 
‘Net as to the solution and yes, I found that sweet spot. 

As per Bob’s instructions, I took a solid rivet which 
was carefully fitted it into the butterfly plate hole to 
prevent air leakage and reattached it to the butterfly shaft 
in the carb. | also took the accelerator pump nozzle and 
aligned it to the edge of the butterfly as it opens making 
sure it was tight. The idle circuit now worked and timing 
was next. 

I finally bought a timing light and have the 1600 DP 
set at 7.5 degrees BTDC. The carb main jet was drilled 
and is around 135-137. Neither the small idle jet nor 
accelerator pump nozzle have been drilled to .050 as 
suggested by Hot VW’s, but are an option if lag is still 
evident. The engine runs strong and a minor lag at start 
was felt on Ist and 2nd. However, I have thrown a 


Pertronix Ignitor into the 009 which replaces the points 
to make this system electronic and all lag is now gone. 
This engine also runs a 110 cam and the heads have been 
ported which is another thing to consider here. 

I did try to run at 10 degrees BTDC as suggested by 
Boston Bob’s article but my temperature gauge at the 
dipstick was running at 220 degrees plus and my other 
test of touching the motor/dipstick after a run was just a 
little too hot for comfort. Did this for one day and I think 
the hemi cut heads are needed here to drop the temperature 
as per Boston Bob’s article. But the bus at this timing was 
like a rocket and would not stop pulling even past 55 mph. 

Oh yes, engine temperature gauges! I am a believer 
in the Gene Berg argument about how inaccurate gauges 
are and | merely use the temperature gauge plus oil 
pressure gauge as a relative measure of engine health. 
Other observations such as spark plug coloration, exhaust 
color, mpg, outside air temperature, speed, etc., are all 
required to make sure the bus runs properly. 

In any event, the overall lag cure is simple. If you 
can’t solve it, go back to the STOCK vacuum advance 
distributor. 

A couple of other observations: 

The repro elephant ear mirrors are great because 
where would we be without them. But two complaints 
here. The chrome rusts within a couple of rainfalls 
which has one continually polishing like you have 
original BRM magnesium wheels, plus the play at the 
mirror attachment point. At 55 mph these start acting 
like “Dumbo” with there continual flapping. Possible 
solutions: longer time in the chrome vat and better 
tolerances at the mirror head. And you know what? 
Most of us bus types would probably pay more for the 
new improved product. 

Again a word of warning for those getting any body 
work done. Get what the body shop will do for you in 
writing and go over the areas that require special 
attention. And if they don’t want to do that, find 
someone else. Also always ask for previous references 
and check these out if you can. Once your vehicle is 
being worked on I suggest visiting to see what is being 
done and making sure things are done to your 
satisfaction. As I mentioned previously, my paint job is 
basically okay but there are a few spots that could have 
been done better and 2-3 hours more time spent on prep 
would have made a difference. 

I also decided after driving the original transaxle 
around that the clunking noise had to go and put in my 
rebuilt transaxle. Why ruin the original any further when 
it can be rebuilt at a later date was the logic employed 
here. This took about 8 hours of my time and the 
difference with the rebuilt unit is that | only hear the tire 


and engine noise now. I did take the original transaxle 
apart once it was removed and even though the reduction 
boxes where in great shape the drivers side axle as well 
as fulcrum plate where worn and the side gear has a 
hairline crack as I suspected. This is pretty common on 
old buses and they can be driven many miles in this 
condition before eventually giving out, so I’m told. 

Well that’s about it for this restoration voyage to 
date. The ’67 Westy has been on it’s maiden camping 
voyage of approximately 500 miles round trip to or 
favorite camping spot in Northwestern Ontario. The only 
fault on the trip was that the starter wire at the starter 
disconnected while going over a bumpy section of road. 
This took two minutes to fix w/pair of pliers to tighten 
the connection. Steady cruising on scenic roads at 55 
mph was everything I thought it would be after 6 years of 
hard work and the bus responded with 23-25 mpg. We 
had nothing but a steady stream of questions and past 
memories from people at the campground as well as en 
route which made it even more enjoyable. The interior 
of the bus to sleep and eat in with the Add-a-Room tent 
makes this combo more than comfortable to live in. 

I would sincerely like to thank the following people 
for their advice and/or parts in getting this project on the 
road again: my partner, Barb Stothers, for all her support 
and the upholstery work, Bob, Rick Herity, Robert 
Wharton, Darin Matsuno, Clay and Mary at Das Bulli 
Haus, Glenn Chase, Allen Becker, George Weitman, Jim 
Siegfried, Mark Lapriore, Michael Heron, and Bruce 
Journeay. I should also mention Wolfsburg West for 
providing all the small rubber bits such as the accelerator 
pedal/clutch, door hinges, etc. I was more than happy with 
the quality of the parts provided plus prompt delivery. 

In conclusion, it’s been fun writing this series and I 
hope to see some fellow members on the slow lane of life 
in the near future! But for now, I’ve got to go out and 
polish my recently acquired aluminum side step... and 
where is that phone number for the guy with the original 
Westy rack that I should bother for the umpteenth pri 
See Ya.

It’s getting late so back on the road heading 
towards Oklahoma City. We get to Oklahoma City 
around 11 P.M. Joseph, my faithful companion, has 
been sleeping soundly since we left the VW treasure 
trove. So I decide to drive until I can no longer keep 
my eyes open. I don’t remember much about Okla- 
homa City, except that I couldn’t figure out their 
interstate system. I entered the city on 1-40, intend- 
ing to stay on 1-40 all the way through the city, but, 
somewhere in the middle of town I started heading 
north, towards Tulsa. I don’t have a clue what 
happened to 1-40. I pulled off the interstate to ask 
directions (If my wife had been with me I would 
have never done this). As it turned out, this was not 
the best place to exit for all I saw was boarded up 
windows and shady looking characters.

When I felt I 
couldn’t go any further, I got off the interstate and 
made my way to Red Rock Canyon state park. 
Lucky for us, there was no gate up because it was 
about 2 A.M. when we arrived, and I don’t think that 
we could have gone any further. It was so late, and I 
was so tired, I decided not to set up the tent and we 
just slept in the back of the truck.

If you paid 
attention to how your beast died you will know 
where to start looking for the problem. If the bus 
died cold turkey without a warning it’s probably an 
electrical problem. If it spits and pops and bucks its 
probably a fuel problem. 

Getting back to my problem, it had died swiftly 
without warning so I assumed an electrical problem 
and in a few moments (well, maybe longer) I deter- 
mined the problem was a bad coil. Darn the luck, in 
my spare parts I had no coil because someone told 
me “coils never go bad”. The park is getting ready 
to close and I’m twelve miles from the nearest stop 
sign much less an auto parts store. | really didn’t 
want to camp here when its only about 100 miles to 
my aunt’s. Luckily, God was looking out for us and 
a park employee who was about to leave came over 
and offered to help. After explaining the situation to 
him , he suggested I let him tow me into town so his 
mechanic could verify my diagnosis. We had no 
tow bar, we had no chain. What he had was about 
15 feet of what looked like a well used jump-rope. 
His plan was to tie the rope between his large 70 
something American megacar and my truck. Then 
he would pull me the twelve miles to town. Let me 
say I was a bit apprehensive. But he assured me 
there were no stops between here and town and he 
would take it easy. He was right about one thing... 
there were no stops between there and town, but I 
wouldn’t call 55 to 60 mph taking it easy!

...or, Some People Just Shouldn’t 
Own VW’s

Well I bought the bus years ago from a 
junkyard for $600. It was a 1966 bench seat 
pop-top Westfalia. The bus landed in the 
junkyard after the preacher who owned it died 
(I’ve had four buses that were formerly owned 
by preachers!). 

When I got it, it had some *interesting* 
body conversions, including cut wheel wells 
with fiberglass flares, 2x4 rocker panel under 
the cargo doors, and 6" diameter PVC Rocker Panel on 
the driver's side 

This last feature earned it the nickname “the SCUD”, 
because it looked like a missile attached to the body. 

After doing the mechanicals to get it running I drove 
it on and off for a couple of years. 

I didn’t have it for sale, but this kid just kept coming 
back and coming back trying to get me to sell it to him. 
He finally wore me down and I sold it to him. 

I would like to stress that the kid was NOT a VW 
person (although I think he wanted to be one)! He had 
very little common sense and everything he touched 
seemed to turn to sh*t. Shortly after I sold it to him he 
called me up saying he could not get it started. I drove 
out to rescue him and started going through it. I always 
check the ignition system first and everything was fine. I 
then began checking the fuel system. I pulled the line 
from the fuel pump to the carb and had him turn it over a 
few times. No gas. Went and got a gallon of gas and it 
cranked right up. I guess he thought $5 worth of gas 
would last several weeks. 

Later he decided the original 1500 was not powerful 
enough. Although the engine was somewhat tired, it still 
had between 105-115 psi compression all the way 
around. He asked what his options were and I told him 
he should keep driving it and save his money for a 
complete rebuild (as he was always a day late and a 
dollar short). Being impatient, he didn’t like this idea 
and asked what else he could do. I told him he could just 
do a top end rebuild, but I wouldn’t recommend it. He 
asked how big an engine he could build and I told him I 
wouldn’t go bigger than a 1641 with a single oil relief, 
single port engine. So he asked if he could work on it in 
my driveway and I told him yes. 

I was working on my 64 T34 Ghia at a friend’s 
garage at the time and didn’t have time to give him a 
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whole lot of help. I would go over to my friend’s after 
work to work on the Ghia and when I got home I would 
check his progress on the engine. As he was putting it 
back together, I noticed he made several mistakes which 
I pointed out and had him redo. 

The night before a local VW show I saw there was 
no way he would finish in time so I stayed up until 
1:00am that night to finish it for him. The engine ran 
great when I test drove it, lots of pep. I thought with the 
added stress of the bigger displacement it would only be 
a matter of time before the rod bearings started going 
though. I am not a big fan of top end rebuilds for Type 1 
engines... some last, most don’t. 

Next he decided he wanted to convert from 6V to 
12V. I asked him why and he said the engine still was 
not powerful enough for him. I tried to explain to him 
that the voltage of his electrical system had nothing to do 
with engine power. He then told me he wanted to put a 
tape player in it. I told him if it were me I would leave it 
6V and carry a boom box (have you priced a 12V 9-pin 
flasher box lately?). He didn’t want to listen, so I traded 
him a 12V flywheel for his 6V and loaned him my 
grinder and showed him where to grind out the 
transmission. I told him he would need to get a 12V 
starter and bushing, 12V generator, 12V voltage 
regulator, 12V flasher relay, voltage drop for the 
windshield wiper motor, 12V choke element, as well as 
all new 12V bulbs. 

He changed the starter and generator and got 
impatient and wanted to take it for a test drive that night. 
He was really impressed with how bright his headlights 
were but asked what would cause his generator light to 
stay on. | tried to explain to him the reason his 
headlights were so bright was because he had 12V going 
to 6V bulbs, but he is no electrical engineer. I then told 


him the reason his generator light was staying on was 
because he had not put in a 12V voltage regulator and 


had fried the 6V one and possibly damaged the generator. 


He kept driving it though and soon melted the headlight 
wiring so I replaced that for him and told him to go 
spend $10 on 12V headlights. 

Later he called me up and said he couldn’t get it 
started and it was backfiring up through the carb. I asked 
what he had done to it and he said he replaced the top 
half of the carb because a 12V choke element would not 
fit in it. I told him he was crazy because I had taken that 
carb out of my Thing and swapped the 12V element out 
for a 6V when he rebuilt the top end (swapped him this 
30 PICT 2 for the 28 PICT that was in it so it would 
breathe better). I went to look at it and had him turn it 
over for me a few times. Gas poured out of the top of the 
carb. He’s lucky it didn’t backfire and set the whole 
thing on fire. 

I took the carb apart because I thought the float was 
stuck. It wasn’t so I looked inside the top half of the carb 
and it didn’t even have a float valve in it. He asked if 
that was important. I explained to him how the float and 
bowl of the carb works: as the gas fills the bowl, the float 
rises and actuates the valve in the top of carb, controlling 
the amount of gas taken into the carb. Without the valve, 
gas is constantly pumped into the carb filling the bowl, 
then overflowing. 

Put the carb back on, and knowing he had been 
washing the pistons and cylinders with raw, unburned 
gas, I took out the sparkplugs and put a few drops of oil 
in each hole and turned it over by hand several times. I 
noticed the spark plug wires were new and asked him if 
he had just changed them. He said yes, so I decided to 
check his firing order. Sure enough, he had them in the 
wrong order. I corrected the firing order and it cranked 
right up, soiling my jeans with the leftover gas shooting 


out of the exhaust. 

His battery kept going dead so he dropped the engine 
again to change his battery cables. Don’t ask me why he 
thought he had to drop the engine to replace battery 
cables... I have no idea how his mind works... He said he 
would jump it off when the battery was low but the next 
day it was dead again. I asked how long he had driven it 
and he said he didn’t, he just let it idle in the drive for 5 
minutes. I tried to explain to him his generator could not 
charge the battery up at idle, he would have to drive it on 
the highway for 30-40 minutes. 

He called me up a couple of weeks ago because he 
can’t get it started again. | think I have done all the 
charity work I can do for this kid at this point. 

When I sold the bus to him he talked the big talk 
about restoring it and I believed him, or I wouldn’t have 
sold it to him. He offered to sell it back to me for what 
he has in it and I seriously considered rescuing it. 

But the way I see it now, she is my ex-wife and 
there was a reason for us to split up. Now she has slept 
with another man and things would never be the same 
between us. gs

NEATO BYLAWS 


Statement of purpose. 


Northeast Association of Transporter Owners, INC. (NEATO) was first concieved in February 1986 and officially 
incorporated in April of 1989 under the Articles of organization with the office of Secretary of State of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. NEATO was established in response to growing interest in pre-1968 Volkswagen Transporters and is dedicated 
to help its membership in maintenance, restoration, repairs, location of replacement parts and all other aspects related to VW type 
2 vehicles. Membership is open to all owners and admirers of these vehicles, and ownership of a pre-1968 is not a prerequisite to 
join. 

NEATO is a non-competitive organization, dedicated to fostering a spirit of camaraderie out of belief that every 
Transporter has a story to tell and a member to tell it. We do not judge vehicles, but rather encourage each other to maintain our 
Type 2’s in the best possible condition without regard to trophies. It is important to us to maintain and strengthen contacts with 
other VW clubs and to cooperate with them whenever possible 


Administrative Structure 

The Executive branch of NEATO consists of club officers and members of the Board of Directors, who serve the club 

without compensation, (thereafter referred to as “Executive”). 
1. Club Officers: 

a. The President. Elected at the club annual meeting for a renewable one year term. The President is responsible for 
convening and presiding over the meetings of the Executive, representing the club at functions whenever possible and ensuring 
that the club operates in the interest of the members as a whole. The President shall be responsible for directing and supervising 
the Officers in performance of their duties. Additional functions in fund raising, researching and maintaining contacts of interest 
to the Club are expected of the President on a need basis. 

b. The Treasurer. Elected to the annual club meeting for a renewable one year term. The Treasurer is responsible for 
maintaining club’s financial records and bank accounts, conducting club’s business matters and disbursing funds as directed by 
the Executive. The Treasurer shall prepare an annual financial statement of revenues and expenditures to be distributed to the 
Club Officers and Board of Directors. 

c. The Clerk. Elected at the annual club meeting for a renewable one-year term. The Clerk will record the minutes of all 
Executive meetings and general meetings, when possible and will maintain these records throughout the tenure in office. 
Additional duties, relating to correspondence, membership lists and other relevant tasks may be assigned on a need basis. 

d. The Editor. Appointed by the Executive for a renewable term of one year. The Editor is responsible for editing and 
publishing the newsletter “Old Bus Review”, implementing editorial and advertising policies, establishing a network of 
correspondents and operating within the framework of the budget approved by the Executive. The Editor may be assisted in 
fulfillment of his/her duties by those members of the organization he/she wishes to appoint for specific purposes related to the 
preparation and production of the newsletter. 

2. Board of Directors. 

The Board of Directors shall consist of not more than 10 (ten) members, who will be appointed by Club Officers at the 
annual meeting. Nominations for the Board may be forwarded to the Club Officers by any member, local representatives or 
chapters of NEATO. Directors shall advise the Executive as to the needs of the Club and participate in charting a future course 
that is consistent with the goals of the association and its members. Directors will be responsible for liaison between local 
membership and the Officers of the Club. They shall assist the Executive in membership recruitment, organization of events, 
submitting materials for publication in the Club newsletter, and, in absence of the President or other officers, the Directors shall 
represent the Club at events within their geographical areas. In circumstances when an Officer is unable to perform his/her 
duties, the Board of Directors is responsible for fulfilling the absentee’s responsibilities. 

3. Local administration. 

Reflecting the rapid growth of NEATO and recognizing the need to better coordinate various services and functions, the 
following club institutions were created: 

a. Chapters. NEATO chapters act under the auspices of the national/international organization, representing various 
regions and are designed to operate under the charter of the Club. Three active members in good standing are needed to form a 
chapter. They may do so by petitioning the Executive by a formal request. Chapters are required to organize at least one event 
annually and make a report to the Editor and the Executive after each such event. The head of the chapter, elected annually by the 
chapter members will supervise the accounting and make financial statements to the Executive on an annual basis, keep the 
newsletter informed of all local events and recruit actively for the Club in the region. Chapters are to be subject to an annual 
review by the Executive. Chapter heads are encouraged to seek representation on the Board of Directors and participate in 
providing input relating to functioning of the Club. 

b. Regional Representatives- will be designated by the Executive to coordinate locally the activities of the Club. 
Regional Representatives will report to the regional chapter heads on items of local interest and importance and their tenure will 
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be renewed on an individual basis upon a recommendation by the local Chapter Head and a review by the Club Officers. NEATO 
encourages various members to petition the Executive to be recognized as Regional Representatives. The Executive shall 
consider each request and evaluate the performance upon completion of specifically designed tasks. 


Club Meetings and Elections 

1. The annual club meeting will be held at a location and time selected by the Executive. The President, Treasurer, 
Secretary and the Editor are expected to be present. Members or the Board of Directors are encouraged to attend, when possible. 
Other means of Directors’ participation in the decision-making process (conference calling, for example) may also be utilized. 
During the meeting all important matters relating to the performance of the Club will be discussed, financial reports from the 
Treasurer and the Chapters shall be submitted and the members of the Executive and Board of Directors will be elected. 
Although primarily designated as a meeting for the Executive, the annual meeting is open to any club member in good standing 
who wishes to actively participate in the functioning of the Club. All members of NEATO are welcome and encouraged to attend 
as many meetings as they can. 

2. General meetings of the Club will take place at least twice a year and will coincide with a club event. All Club 
members in good standing present at this event are invited to share ideas, make suggestions, discuss and exchange their views 
regarding functioning of the Club. The Executive shall reserve the right to participate in designating the coordinator of the 
meeting. Appropriate notice shall be given for all meetings and all dates shall be published in the newsletter. 

Special meetings (editorial, Officers’, etc.) shall be called upon the request of any member of the Executive upon 
consultation with others and the President. 


Fees 
Membership fees shall be established by the Executive at levels sufficient to cover all approved member services. The 
fees shall be used for newsletter printing and distribution, costs related to subsidizing approved club events, materials, and other 
administrative expenses. All requests for club funding and support Fees cannot be guaranteed to be refunded in the event of 
membership cancellation and no refunds can be made for nondelivery of newsletters or services. Nonpayment of fees will result 
in membership cancellation. 


Newsletter and Advertising 
NEATO will publish a bimonthly newsletter- “Old Bus Review”, which will be distributed by mail to each paid-up 

member. In turn, members are invited to submit letters, articles, photos, artwork, technical information, events announcements 
and all other items of interest to the Club for consideration by the Editor. The Editor has the right to refuse, edit, rewrite or 
reschedule any material submitted. Members may place classified advertisements for VW related parts, services or sales free of 
charge. Commercial advertising will be accepted at rates to be established by the Executive. All inquiries relating to the 
commerical rates are available from the Editor upon request. All correspondence should be directed to the Club address, 
published in the newsletter, and will be channeled to the individual concerned for action and reply. Copyright on all publications, 
newsletters, logotypes and similar items specifically identifying the Club are sole property of NEATO and may be used by 
members only to identify their affiliation. All third party requests to reproduce Club materials or incorporate the endorsement of 
NEATO must first be approved in writing by the Executive. 


Representing the Club 
No member of NEATO can represent the Club officially or enter into any agreement on behalf of the Club without a 
prior written permission of the Executive. 


Amendments 


Suggestions for amendments are to be communicated by members to the Executive for their consideration. A majority 
formal vote of three quarters of the Executive is needed to amend the Bylaws. 


Dissolution 
Should it become necessary to dissolve the Club, the Executive will see to a proper disbursement of remaining funds and 
club property in accordance with the laws and articles of incorporation in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. A majority vote 


of the Executive is required to begin this process, which will also involve notification of all members in good standing and the 
appropriate State authorities.
